Paris —• W) — The American 


executive has no power to grant 
postponement

debt installment due from France 
on Dec. 15, the state department of 
the United States informed this 
government in a note made pnblic 
here this evening. 


Paris—(50—A statement attributed 


to Premier Edouard Herriot today 
asserted that a new period of nego- 
tiations with the United States on 
war debts was about to open. 


The premier was quoted in the 


newspaper Ere Nouvelle as declar- 
ing President Hoover' reply to Eu- 
ropean debtors advising them they 
were expected to pay debt install- 
ments in December, "involves in a 
formidable fashion the whole Tealm 
of international politics." 


"A new period of negotiations is 


about tc open," the statement said, 
"first 'with the United States and 
then with Great Britain. 
When 


those negotiations are finished, and 
then only, will the government be 
in a position to decide its attitude. 


"It is very, very grave." 


London—(2F)—The British cabinet 


gathered new data today for anoth- 
er note to Washington seeking post- 
ponement of war debt payments un- 
til the whole question can be dis- 
.' cussed. 


Simultaneously a cabinet commit- 


tee'was charged with the task of 
studying President Hoover's reply 
to the original British note asking 
extension of the moratorium of 
June, 1931. 


The American chief executive said 


debtors were expected to pay up in 
December, when the next install- 
ments are due in Washington. 


There were few in England, how- 


ever who doubted Great Britain 
would pay if further representations 
failed to bring an extension of the 
moratorium.

Pound Declines 


The pound sterling touched $3.23 


in early trading on the sterling dol- 
lar exchange today, equalling the 
lowest point reached since the coun-

standard. 


Trading was light. The rate subse- 
quently hardened a fraction. 


There appeared to be no fresh in- 


fluences beyond what brokers felt 
was the "debt uncertainty." 


The stock exchange was idle ow- 


ing to the prevailing uncertainty. 


Meanwhile gold went to 127 shill- 


ings 8 pense an ounce, 
another 


high. 


The price of gold in the open 


market advances automatically as 
sterling declines. If sterling contin- 
ues to drop there will be corre- 
sponding advances in gold at each 
successive lower quotation on ster- 
ling.

Dr. William Arnon Henry, 


82, Succumbs at Home 


Of His Sister 


Madison—GR—Dr. William Arnon 


Henry, 82, first dean of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin College of Ag- 
Ticulture, died today at the home of 
his sister in, SanDiego, Calif., ac- 
cording to word received by Ms 
friends here. 


Dr. Henry had made Ms home in 


San Diego for several years. He 
retired in 190T and since had been 
emeritus professor 
of agriculture. 


He came to the university in 1881 
as professor of botany and agricul- 
ture. In51887 he "became director of 
the agricultural experimentation, 
wMch. he founded, and 
became 


dean in 1891.

As dean of the college, Dr. Henry 


was the foremost exponent of. di- 
versified" agriculture .for Wisconsin. 
He inaugurated the short course in 
agriculture wMch has brought 10,- 
000 farm boys:to the university "for 
study and wMch formed a link be- 
tween practical -farming >. and 
re- 


search. 


Dr. Henry was born June 16, 1850, 


at-Norwalk/Ohio. He was granted 
a degree of bachelor of 'science "i 
agriculture by ~ Cornell university 
in 1880 after having studied^ there 
and at Holbrook l Normal school, 
Lebanon, Ohio, and OMo Wesleyan 
university in 1870 and 1871. He re- 
ceived honorary degrees from 4the 
Universities of Illinois, and Ver- 
mont'and from MicMgan. Agricul- 
tural college^ 


He was married to Clara R. Tay- 


lor of OaMield, 1ST. Y., in 1881. Be- 
fore coming to .Wisconsin he taught 
school at New Haven, Ind., and 
Boulder, Colo. Dr. 
Henry 
was 


known for Ms writing on agricul- 
tural subjects as well as for Ms 
educational work at the university. 
He was suceeded as dean by Dr. 
Harry L. Russell who since left, the 
post to Chris X. Christensen, the 
present dean.

_ Surviving Dr. Henry are Ms sis- 
ter Miss Lida Henry of San Diego, 
a son, Arnon Henry of Connecticut, 
and several grandchildren.

Berlin^—QP)— President von Hin- 


denbnr? was informed today that 
creation of a coalition cabinet is im- 
possible, and it appeared certain 
that another "presidial" government 
responsible only to the chief execu- 
tive must be appointed. 
Ludwig 


Kaas, head of the Centrist party, 
•was commissioned by the president 
this morning to consult the various 
party leaders regarding the chances 
for coalition. He reported that Adolf 
Hitler's 196 National Socialist mem- 
bers of the Reichstag -would oppose 
the new chancellor no matter who 
he is, and that Alfred Hugenbergr, 
the Nationalist leader, had declined 
to participate in a coalition cabinet. 


Berlin —ff")— President von Hin- 


denburg today called upon Dr. Lud- 
wig Kaas, Centrist party leader, to 
answer definitely this question pos- 
ed by the domestic crisis: 


Is it possible, and if so under 


what conditions, to establish a par- 
liamentary 
government in 
Ger- 


many? - 


The president's latest action indi- 


cated he _was willing to give the 
new Reichstag a chance to prove 
its working ability, 
even though 


Adolf Hitler, leader of the National 
Socialists, declined to form a par- 
liamentary government. 


Hitler heads the largest single 


group in the Reichstag, but no par- 
ty there has enough seats to com- 
mand anywhere near a majority. If 
Dr. Kaas' Centrists should form a 
government it would have to be a 
coalition. 
^Dr. Kaas told the president he be- 


lieved the possibility of obtaining 
a parliamentary coalition still exist- 
ed, and intimated the 
Centrists 


were willing to cooperate. 


"Dr. Kaas started 
interviewing 


party leaders and promised to give 
the president a reply shortly. 


Hitler addressed an appeal to Ms 


followers today after the president 
withdrew Ms offer to make Hitler 
chancellor of -a parliamentary gov- 
ernment. The document ended as 
on previous ^occasions,'- "the fight 
continues." 


The appeal predicted the ultimate 


triumph of the Nazis provided they

Lytton Proposals 


Plan- For Direct Negotia- 


tions With Japan 


Termed Unacceptable

Nanking, China— QP)— Proposals 


advanced by the Lytton commission 
and others for direct negotiations 
with Japan to find a solution for the 
Manchurisin dispute are absolutely 
unacceptable to China, the govern- 
ment announced today. 


The Lytton commission recom- 


mended an advisory conference be- 
tween China and Japan with the ob- 
ject of negotiating four separate in- 
struments: 


(1) A declaration by the Chinese 


government constituting a special 
administration for the three Man- 
churian provinces. 


(2) A treaty between China and 


Japan dealing with Japanese inter- 
ests" 


(3> Another treaty of conciliation, 


arbitration, non-aggression and mu- 
tual assistance. 


(4) A commercial treaty between 


the two countries. 


The first would create an autono- 


mous regime, the rights of both 
countries thereunder to be protect- 
ed by the treaties. Thhe only armed 
force in Manchuria would be estab- 
lished with the collaboration of for- 
eign instructors, to serve as a po- 
lice organization. The government 
also would be assisted by foreign 
appointees. 


The treaty dealing with Japan's 


interests would guarantee 
that 


country's free participation in the 
economic development of Man- 
churia, would guarantee continu- 
ance of Japan's rights in the neigh- 
boring Mongolian province of Jehol, 
and would embody an agreement 
regarding the operation of the rail- 
ways. 


Treaty of conciliation would set 


up an arbitrating board to assist in 
the solution of any difficulties aris- 
ing between the two countries re- 
garding the interpretation of the 
new agreements. 
The commission 


suggested that provision could be 
made for participation in this ar- 
rangement by Soviet Russia.

Garner Believes 
House Will Vote 
For Beer by Jan, 


Ways and Means Commit- 


tee Hearings to be 


Launched Dec. 7 


Washington—(S9 — Speaker John 


N. Garner today expressed to news- 
papermen "the hope and belief that 
the house will pass a beer bill by 
Jan. 1." 


Hearings before the house ways 


and means committee begin Dec. 7 
and are expected to take five days. 
Democratic leaders plan to bring 
the measure to the floor for imme- 
diate action. 


Meantime, a beer measure is be- 


ing prepared for introduction by 
Chairman Collier of the ways and 
means committee the day congress 
convenes, Dec. 5. Sponsors of the 
measure hope it will be non-parti- 
san and that Republican beer ad- 
vocates will support it. 


Proponents of a change in the 


federal liquor, laws drew support 
'from Senator Hastings, Delaware 
Republican and long a supporter of 
prohibition, who announced he not 
only would vote to submit a repeal 
amendment but would introduce a 
bill to withdraw national enforce- 
ment from states which do not co- 
operate on carrying out the prohibi- 
tion laws. JIastings said, Jhowever, 
hejwould not support wine and beer_ 
legislation. ~ 


Favors Popular Vote 


^The senator said he would vote 


"for the necessary resolutions to 
submit an amendment for repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment to the 
people of the various states.'" 


"If I can not get the kind of 


amendment that I prefer," he said, 
"I shall vote to submit a resolution 
that would repeal entirely." 


Regardless of what action con- 


gress takes toward repeal, Hastings 
said he would introduce in the com- 
ing short session a bill to provide 
that no federal money shall be used 
to enforce the Volstead act in states 
that do not provide for the enforce- 
ment of the 
eighteenth 
amend- 


ment. 
"My proposal," he added, "leaves 


the states to do just exactly as they 
please with the respect to the liquor 
question. ... 


Hastings said the recent announce- 


ment attributed to the governor of 
California that he would pardon 
those convicted of violating 
the 


state enforcement law 
"demon- 


strates the necessity of some drastic 
action to prevent the conflict be- 
tween a federal and state law from 
becoming more ridiculous." 


The legislative drafting service 


has been requested to prepare the 
Democratic measure leaving blank 
the percentage of alcoholic content 
and tax rate provisions. These are 
to be worked,out jointly by the 
house judiciary committee and the 
ways and means group. 


As the bill is planned now it will 


not contain any provision for the 
sale of light wines. Representatives 
from wine producing and consum- 
ing states, however, are planning to 
organize a wine bloc to insist upon 
the legalization of light wines. 


Democratic leaders plan a test on 


a resolution to repeal 
the 18th 


amendment immediately after the 
house votes on the beer bill.

WilLam Tanador, Filipino, 28. 
Eleven others, one a Japanese 


woman, lay in hospitals today with 
their chests or shoulders gashed by 
Marcelino's knives.

of Antone Schuler, 73, the most 
seriously injured of those who lived 
through the night. 


Others Wounded

Negro member of a cult known as 
the Order of Islam, was arraigned 
on a first degree murder charge to- 
day and admitted he killed James 
J. Smith, Negro, because it was 
"crucifixion time." 


Police said there was no distur- 


bance. A plea of guilty was en- 
tered for Harris, and he was re- 
turned to a cell pending a possible 
sanity hearing. 


Harris entered 
into a lengthy 


argument with Recorders' Judge 
John A. Boyne as to 
who was 


"king" in the courtroom, and the 
court attendants had difficulty in 
keeping the Negro's hat 
off his 


head. 


"I killed this man with 
the 


crucifixion," he said. "I said 'ali- 
kerslump.' And he fell dead." 


Previous testimony was to the ef- 


fect that Harris, in the midst of a 
"sacrificial" rite to his gods, struck 
the man over the head with an 
automobile axle after stabbing him. 


"Well, I've got to go now," said 


Harris, as he completed his testi- 
mony and started toward the door. 


Police restrained him, and, pro- 


testing that he was "king here and 
everywhere," he was returned to a 
cell, while the cult members dis- 
persed.

And His German Bride 


Stockholm —30— A Swedish 


prince brought a German princess 
home to Sweden as his bride today, 
like many a prince before him, and 
Stockholm celebrated the occasion 
by providing a bedecked street and 
thousands of cheering grownups and 
school children. 


Riding in a four-horse carriage 


with the top down Prince Gustav 
Adolf and Princess Sibylle were es- 
corted through the streets of the 
city traditional style, giving Sweden 
its first glimpse of the blonde prin- 
cess who may some day be queen 
of her new -country. 


At the railroad station the royal 


couple was greeted by King Gustav, 
who was not present at the wedding 
at Coburg, other members of the 
royal family, the governor of S_lock- 


holm and many other public offi- 
cials. 


Princess Sibylle was plainly ex- 


cited by the reception accorded her 
during the procession to the castle, 
waving her hand repeatedly as the 
royal carriage proceeded over much 
the same route followed by the pa- 
rade in honor of the prince of Wales 
a few weeks ago.

Youthful Slayer 


Chicago— Gfy— 
Sixteen-year-old 


Bert Arnold was indicted today for 
the murder of his step-grandmother 
Mrs. Ellen O. Saxe, 60. 


Only four witnesses—the boy's 


step-mother and three policemen— 
testified before the gr id jury. Five 
others, including three high school 
chums of young Arnold, remained 
in an ante-room, but were noi call- 
ed. 


Alienists and psychiatrists con- 


tinued to visit the youth, seeking to 
determine his mental condition. 


Dr. James Whitney Hall, psychia- 


trist engaged by Arnold's father, 
has reported the boy was suffering 
Irom "adolescent insanity" 
when 


Mrs. Saxe was slain, but two alien- 
ists for the state have contended he 
was legally sane. 


Dr. Hall's diagnosis is in direct 


contrast to alienists employed by 
the state. They said "Bert," as the 
boy is known, was sane. Dr. Hall 
said the act was the result of "adol- 
escent insanity." 


"This case comes very well under 


the doctrine of 'res ipsa loquitor,'" 
he said and explained the doctrine 
infers that the act itself was one of 
insanity.

Icgical Survey has resorted to ar- 
bitrary condemnation proceedings 
and reports that it expects to make 
greater progress next year. 


By the end of the fiscal year 1932 


on last June 30, 112,452 acres had 
been purchased within the refuge. 
In addition, there are areas includ- 
ed in ponds and sloughs and acquir- 
ei by gifts and cessions of areas 
intermingled with purchased land 
bringing the total area of the refuge 
to 135,785 acres now under admin- 
istration. There are relatively few 
areas yet to be acquired, the survey 
announces. - 
_ Areas closed to shooting in the 
Upper" Mississippi Refuge In Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa and Illinois 
were ..considerably enlarged during 
the past fiscal year. 


Lakes, sloughs and ponds in the 


refuge usually popular with water- 
fowl but deserted in 1931 because 
of the drought, reached a Mgh and 
favorable water level during the 
northern migration of waterfowl 
last year, particularly n*. April, and 
were thronged with ducks. 


Heavy Rainfall 


The increased water level was 


due to heavy ""rainfall after the 1931 
lunting season, release of water 
!rom the Hastings Dam about 50 
miles above the refuge, and addi- 
ional heavy rains late In the winter 
of 1931 and early in spring of 1932. 


The only public trapping for fur 


animals permitted in the refuge 
was that of muskrats in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. A fair catch was ob- 
tained, the survey reports. 


Although the fire hazard was 


greatly reduced by the relatively 
Mgh water prevailing in the river 
bottoms, eight fires occurred in the 
refuge, burning over areas aggre- 
gating 382 acres. The fire-fighting 
equipment has been augmented at 
strategic 
points, the survey an- 


nounces. 
Six hundred trees and shrubs and 


100 acres of corn, buckwheat and 
other grams were planted during 
the year to provide food for bird 
and game in the refuge. 


Eleven new cases of violation of 


;he Upper Mississippi River Refuge 
Act were submitted for prosecution 
and seven were terminated, 2 by 
ones, 4 by jail sentences, and one 
ay a suspended sentence and proba- 
ion. Five previously reported cases 
were terminated by fines, aggregat- 
ing $256.64. 


Thirteen violations of state game 


and fish laws were reported by re- 
servation rangers. Twelve cases were 
terminated "by fines, one by jail 
sentence. 


Laboratory research on the food 


of birds conducted by the Biological 
Survey in the past fiscal year in- 
cluded cooperative work with Wis- 
consin agencies on Gambel's scaled, 
and bog-wMte quails, Hungarian 
partridge, hawks and owls. About 
30 Wisconsin lakes have been stud- 
ied in preparation for a report on 
their marsh and aquatic vegetation 
as waterfowl food. 


Cranberry Incubators 


Test Keeping Qualities 


Washington — pP) — Cranberries 


are tested in "incubators" by Mas- 
sachusetts growers as a means of de- 
termining in advance their keeping 
quality for the season. 


The incubator test was begun sev- 


eral years ago by Dr. Neil E. Ste- 
vens of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. It consists of keeping pint 
samples of cranberries in an elec- 
tric incubator for a week, early in 
the picking season. They are kept 
warmer than in ordinary storage 
•and tMs hastens the normal ripen- 
ing and decay. 


Spoilage of the samples indicates 


approximately the general spoilage 
to be expected in storing the crop, 
and aids growers in deciding how 
best to handle the crop.

Mr. Hoover's 
heory rests upon an acceptance of 
hat usurpation of power wMch be- 
gan with the Senatorial attack on 
Woodrow Wilson and has bedeviled 
American foreign relations ever 
since.

In insisting upon the prerogatives 


of the President, Mr. Roosevelt is 
not relying upon what Mr. Hoover 
calls a "legalistic consideration." He 
s acting upon a most real consider- 
ation. To go to Congress and ask 
authority to negotiate with a for- 
eign government is to ask Congress 
.o pass upon a moot case, upon an 
abstraction, an hypothesis. No body 
of men can decide intelligently 
what shall be negotiated before the 
facts have been brought out in a 
negotiation. 
The result of

Harding system, to which Mr. Hoo- 
ver still adheres, is to put Congress 
in a position where it commits it- 
self before it knows the situation. 
Under such a system the inevitable 
consequence is that Congress is al- 
most invariably irreconcilable.

established American system until 
twelve years ago, which is the sys- 
;em of all civilized states, the sys- 
tem which Mr. Roosevelt proposes.

The first is that these debts were 
actual loans and not disguised con- 
tributions.

truth, attested by the fact that on 
April 11, 1917, the French Premier 
told the American Ambassador that 
he hoped "no resolution would be 
introduced or debated in Congress 
tending to make a gift to the gov- 
ernment of France from the United 
States." The second principle is 
that each debt is individual * TMs 
is truer in form than in reality, 
for there is no power by wMch the 
UMted States can proMbit the Eu- 
ropean debtors from reacMng un- 
derstandings among themselves. 


The third principle is that the 


settlement must be made in each 
case on the basis of "capacity to 
pay," Of tMs it may be said that 
the human mind is incapable of 
measuring capacity to pay over a 
period of sixty years, 
and that 


therefore, literally adhered to, this 
principle would prevent a final 
settlement. The fourth 
principle 


is that these debts have no rela- 
tion to reparations. TMs again is 
truer in form than in reality, and 
there is no possible way of per- 
suading the rest of the world to 
accept it. 


These principles are the dogmatic 


debris of the post-war muddle. In 
subscribing to them again Mr. 
Hoover and Mr. Roosevelt have 
merely made it a little more diffi- 
cult for themselves 
to arrive 


promptly at a realistc settlement 
wMch will yield a substantial re- 
turn to the American people and 
obliterate the problem.

There remain the December pay-

Forester Eobert Y. Stuart.

these units for purchase in AsMand 
and Sawyer counties, Taylor coun- 
ty, and Oconto and Lahglade coun- 
ties, and has authorized adding 68,- 
000 acres to the Oneida purchase 
unit in Forest and Vilas counties. 


"Although prospective appropria- 


tions offered no promise for the 
early iMtiation of land purchases 
within the new areas, their designa- 
tion, by clarifying ai ' defining the 
land-purchase program of the fed- 
eral government in Wisconsin fa- 
cilitated the formulation of 'corre- 
lated state, county, and private pro- 
grams of future forest-land man- 
agement and use, and thus was ur- 
gently desirable. Practically all in- 
terested official and private agen- 
cies within the state advocated and 
supported the action taken," Stuarl 
said. 


Acquire 165,977 Acres 


By the end of the last fiscal year, 


on July 1, 1932, the federal govern- 
ment has acquired 165,977 acres of 
timberland in Wisconsin, of wMch 
50,978 acres were bought during the 
last fiscal year. 


A beginning was made on plant- 


ing the Oneida purchase unit in 
Wisconsin, and about 1,200 acres 
were reforested on the Moquah 
purchase unit in the state, a total of 
1,349 acres being .planted in the 
state in the last fiscal year. 


On the national forest lands in 


Wisconsin there were on Dec. 31, 
1931, 54 bears and 6,300 deer, the re- 
port estimates. 


There were at the end of the last 


fiscal year 118.7 miles 
of forest 


roads, constructed and maintained 
by the federal government at a cost 
of $97,497.38. Last year 498 miles 
were built and 68.2 miles maintain- 
ed. 


During the current fiscal year, 


Uncle Sam is spending $28;765.39 on 
forest road development in Wiscon- 
sin, and will have spent $126,22263 
in the state. 


During the last fiscal year 1932, 


there was spent for forest-fire pro- 
tection in Wisconsin §48,983 by the 
federal government, $361,597.16 by 
the state, and none by private agen- 
cies; for the distribution of, forest 
planting stock, $2,000 by the federal 
government and $2,812.63 by the 
state.

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A HISTORICAL CONFERENCE AND 


DEBTS 


The most valuable feature of the Presi- 


dent's invitation to Governor Roosevelt 
to participate at a conference concerning 
the further delay of European payments, 
and coming so immediately after our 
heated election, lay in the example it fur- 
nished of how intensely we must and 
will pull together for the common weal 
and how completely we submerge parti- 
san rancors in the face of a national prob- 
lem. 
Otherwise it had little practical 


worth. 


Mr. Roosevelt is not President and has 


no authority over the nation. He may 
never become President. Were he to par- 
ticipate by direct sanction in a policy to 
be adopted during Mr. Hoover's term and 
die before the electoral college met the 
present confusion in relation to European 
debts would be as nothing compared to 
the complexity that would result. 


Governor Roosevelt's refusal to decide 


the question the President is faced with 
at this-time cannot be ascribed to timid- 
ity but rather to a clear mental concep- 
tion, both of the properties of the situa- 
tion, and the rigid and irremovable con- 
stitutional duty laid upon Mr. Hoover. 


The news story says that Governor 


Eoosevelt "is not convinced'that the debt- 
ors are unable to discharge obligations 
that constitute only 2 or 3 per cent of 
their animal budgets." That of course is 
the real nub of the whole affair, and that 
is a matter of fact in the determination of 
•which Mr. Roosevelt would probably not 
care to make snap judgment but take 
time, collect facts and listen to specially 
prepared advisers. 


When a debtor asks delay, reduction 


^or cancellation of his obligation it is prop- 
er for the creditors to inquire not alone 
into his financial condition but the mode 
of his life and whether what he may 
waste or needlessly expend in some quar- 
ters might not with more justice be turned 
to the liquidation of an. honest obligation. 


On the 15th of December there will 


be due from Belgium $2,125,000. Last 
year Belgium spent over 33 millions on 
armament. 


At the same time there will be due 


from France a little over 19 millions. 
Last year France spent 541 millions for 
her armed forces. 


England's payment is a little under 96 


millions. Last year she spent 527 mil- 
lions for soldiers, sailors and their equip- 
ment. 


It will be alleged upon the part of 


these nations that they must have secur- 
ity. That is freely granted. But before 
they spend such extravagant sums, great- 
er than they spent before the World war, 
they should pay their debts. "One must 
be just before he is generous." 


The very temerity of France in asking 


postponement of the payment of this rela- 
tively trivial amount assumes rather a 
grotesque aspect when we consider that 
only last year France subsidized its great 
steamship line to the extent of 30 millions 
to build the fastest and largest ocean liner 
for the purpose of going out upon the seas 
already speckled with liners empty of 
freight and passengers. Also France and 
her allies today have a preponderance in 
war strength over Germany and her allies 
of 40 to 1. There comes a time when the 
cry of "Wolf! Wolf!" becomes ridiculous. 


It is urged by Europe that "the 


question is how to deal with debts 
contracted 
at a certain price level 


and payable at a level that is 35 
or 40 per cent lower," referring to the 
increased value of gold or any monetary 
unit in purchasing goods or labor in com- 
parison with the war period. There is 
some apparent merit, or at least truth, 
in this argument but if it is applied to in- 
ternational debts it must be applied to all 
obligations. What of the farmer who paid 
$20,000 for a farm presently worth half 
that amount? What of the laborer who 
paid $5,000 for a home that he could not 
sell for anywhere near that sum? And 
what of the mortgage on it that he must 
pay? What of the industrialist who built 
a million dollar plant that he could con- 
struct today for half that amount? What 
of the investor who finds a similar shrink- 
age in his securities? 
If that principle is 


upheld then the very purpose of the gold 
standard, a provision against fluctuations 
in so far as possible, has lost its merit. 
And we would need every now and then 
to revise the value of all the property in 
the country, all notes and mortgages and 
other evidences of indebtedness, just as 
the indicator of prices for stable commod- 


ities soared or fell. 
And, may we ask, 


would these nations have offered to in- 
crease their payments had the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar gone in the op- 
posite direction? 


It is true that the revision of war debts 


might have a very helpful effect on the 
morale of Europe—and perhaps a harm- 
ful one on our own. It is clearly true that 
means may be devised that will give Eu- 
rope the desired aid without bringing us 
the resultant harm. But aside from those 
trade agreements, of which the President- 
elect spoke during the campaign, or a 
compulsory and worldwide reduction in 
armaments the value, just as the neces- 
sity, of reduction at this time to America, 
is not evident. 


TAX LEVY FOR SCHOOLS 


When the board of education meets 


with the common council next Monday 
evening it probably will be officially in- 
formed ihat its income from city taxes 
next year will be materially less than the 
$317,000 it has asked the council to in- 
clude in the coming year's levy. Just 
how much less than $317,000 the council 
will levy for school purposes has not yet 
been determined, but the present temper 
of the administration is to reduce it well 
below $300,000, possibly as low as $235,000 
or $290,000. 


The administration is not singling out 


the board of education nor the school sys- 
tem as a "goat" in its program of econo- 
my. Before the 1933 tax levy is prepared 
every activity and board in the munici- 
pality will feel the paring knife, from 
water commission to policemen and fire- 
men. 
Confronted by sharply decreased 


revenues and emergency relief demands 
of increasing proportions, the council has 
no choice. It must cut to the bone if the 
city is to escape serious financial trouble. 


Extraordinary importance is attached 


to possible reduction in the tax levy for 
school purposes because of the relatively 
large size of the savings that can be ef- 
fected, and also because of the circum- 
stance that salaries of teachers have not 
yet been reduced. Most other city em- 
ployes, with the exception of policemen 
and firemen have been living on reduced 
incomes since last May and there is every 
probability that the pay of firemen and 
policemen will be cut with the adoption 
of the new budget. 


The fact that teachers' contracts, with 


salaries unreduced, 
were 
signed 
last 


March and April, and cannot be changed 
until next spring, contributes complica- 
tions. The board of education can, how- 
ever, call upon the teachers to accept a 
voluntary reduction" in their pay for the 
remainder of then" contract year, and the 
council has a right to ask the board to do 
this. Plenty of justification can be found 
in the fact that every possible saving 
must be made until the storm is weath- 
ered and larger revenues are assured. 
Many of the teachers have been expecting 
this request and have indicated a willing- 
ness to cooperate. It will be no surprise 
to them. 


The course that the council must fol- 


low is clearly defined. It must take in- 
to account every possible saving that can 
be made. It must decide definitely be- 
tween those services and those things 
whigh are desirable and which are essen- 
tial and must confine the city's activities 
for the next year or two strictly to es- 
sentials. 


The same theory must be applied to 


the schools, in so far as they are able to 
carry them out. There must be a def- 
inite decision whether our high schools 
and our grade schools are to be conducted 
as preparatory schools for continued edu- 
cation or whether they are to be operated 
as finishing schools for that large ma- 
jority of young people who conclude 
their formal education upon leaving grade 
school or high school. If the latter policy 
is to be adopted, then there is the op- 
portunity to weed out those studies and 
those activities which are valuable as 
preparatory work for higher education, 
but serve very little purpose in enabling 
young people to make their way in life 
after leaving school. Perhaps very lit- 
tle can be done along this line to affect 
the budget now under consideration, but 
a great deal might be done between now 
and next fall when the next budget is of- 
fered the council. 


Opinions Of Others 


AMERICAN RESILIENCE 
"America in Convalescence" is the title of an 
article in a mid-October issue of the London 
Spectator by Professor T. E. Gregory, a British 
economist who has visited the United States in 
:he summer of every year since 1928, and who 
n _ his last visit found a decided change in 
opinion and feeling among the large variety of 
persons with whom it was Ms habit to discuss 
the economic outlook. "First and foremost," he 
wrote, "the tendency to panic has been stayed." 
TMs was in contrast with the collapse of pub- 
ic morale that had been reported generally by 
British visitors to "the states" in the spring. 
Professor Gregory found no trace, whatever of 
Ms kind of feeling. In previous years he had 
been impressed by the willingness of Ameri- 
can business men to discuss the idea of "plan 
ned economy," and to take more than usual 
interest in Hussia, but this tendency had mark- 
edly decreased. Indeed tMs visitor expressed 
ipprehensions of a renewed premature out- 
break of speculative fever as a possibility, and 
said that "Americans as a whole" might have 
'learnt notMng from the depression." 
'Here is something, which, speaking for my- 
self, I find wholly admirable in the American 
rnind." says tMs economist from England. 
'And tMs pioneering spirit, which refuses to 
)elieve that one can be finally down and out, 
s one of the main reasons for rny belief that 
American recovery, once the corner has been 
definitely turned, will be very rapid." 


The writer expressed the opinion that it 


would be premature to assert that the corner 
has been turned, citing some reasons for lack 
of complete assurance; but he found "no evi- 
dence whatever that the United States is pre- 
pared to abandon the gold standard or is will- 
ing to try the experiment of inflation."—In- 
dianapolis News.

PROTECTING THE WORKMAN'S

A skin cream wh:;L has proved 


satisfactory for the protection of 
;he skin of workers in many ma- 
chine shops, factories and printing 
establishments was described in tMs 
column recently, and it now ap- 
jears that several persons or firms 
lave begun the preparation of the 
protective cream on a large scale 
tor the market. 
So far as I know 


here is no objection to the making 
and selling of the cream, provided, 
of course, that no unauthorized use 
s made of my name. 
The complete directions for mak- 


ing the cream are as follows: 


Heat 4 gallons of water and dis- 


solve in it httle by little four 
pounds of gum arable, till a clear 
mucilage is obtained. Heat 5 gallons 
of water and dissolve in 
it 19 


pounds of laundry soap chips. Mix 
he two fluids. Alter the mixture 
las cooled a bit, -work in 2 pounds of 
lydous wool fat, and finally add 4 
ounces of oil of lemongrass, to give 
;he cream an agreeable odor, and 
enough acid red to give it a pink 
color or omit scent and tint if you 
prefer.

and arms, rinses and dries th" skin 
well, and rubs in a little of the 
cream, wiping off the excess, be- 
ore he begins work. 
Some machine -workers find a 


simple mixture of wool fat Qano- 
lin) and olive oil, equal parts, sat- 
isfactory.

sawdust and soap mixture better 
for scrubbing the hands than grit 
cleaners, but in some shops the 
managers object to the use of saw- 
dust or vegetable fibre cleaners on

Right Contract Doesn't 


Always Give Best Score

Reaching the right contract does 


not always assure you of the best 
score at the contract table, but, at 
least, if you bid correctly and in- 
telligently, you have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing you have done the 
right thing, and also of securing 
the best score nine times out of 
ten. The exceptions to the rule 
only go to prove the point

fairly indifferent one, compared 
with that enjoyed by their East 
and West brothers who played 
against the unsound opening bid, 
has nothing to do with the case. 
They had done the best they could 
with the opportunities presented to 
them.

The textile industry 
reacted somewhat from its recent 
level of activity, but not as much 
as was to be expected."

were about normal Five and ten 
cent store sales dropped more than 
usual.

Poincare thought, and certainly his 
enemies believed, that he would 
lose his popularity by employing 
such stringent measures. Instead, to 
this very day, he is still receiving 
letters of congratulation. 


Health Broken down 


The breakdown of his 
health 


when he was 69, would have elimi- 
nated most men from any sort of 
public service. Yet his services 
were needed again, for after he hac 
partially recovered he was asked 
by President Dcumergue to form 
a ministry.

Made Available in Iron 


Producing Region 


Metz, France—tP>—A 200-year-old, 


dream of a man-built waterway has 
just been realized in this iron pro- 
ducing region of France and has 
given it hopes of becoming an in- 
dustrial counterpart of the German 
Ruhr. 


The achievement is the $9,600,000 


Moselle canal, partially financed 
with German reparations. President 
Albert Lebrun and Premier Edou- 
ard Herriot have hailed it as the 
"iron canal" of France. 


See Business Help 


Its potentialities, scarcely conceiv- 


able to the Duke of Lorraine who 
first suggested its need to make the 
upper reaches of the Moselle river 
navigable in 1751, are of such mag- 
nitude that French officials hope 
they will be noticeable in relief of 
the economic situation. 


The canal, opening the Lorraine 


metallurgical industry to water 
transportation, naturally is expected 
to cheapen the production of iron 
and steel at home. But it has a wid- 
er, international aspect. 


French industrialists believe it 


will facilitate the exchange of raw 
materials between Lorraine and 
Westphalia, which includes 
the 


great German industrial section of 
the Ruhr. 


Will Aid Exports 


Furthermore, the canal is intend- 


ed to start Lorraine minerals from 
the valleys of the TVIoselle and Orne 
rivers on the way to England and 
Belgium, as well as into the interior 
of France. 


Edouard Daladier, minister of | 


public works, has estimated that the 
waterway, by providing cheaper 
transportation, will save almost $1 a 
ton in the price of cc=l brought in- 
to the Lorraine section. Such a sav- 
ing would mean 
approximately 


$720,000 a year to the French metal- 
lurgical industry. 


The canal's construction was pro- 


posed in modern times shortly be- 
fore the war of 1870 in which Ger- 
many gained control of Lorraine.- 
That blocked the scheme. 


After the world war * and th& 


Treaty of Versailles returned Lor- 
raine to France, the industrial in- 
terests of the Mosell valley pressed 
the scheme again and in 1928 the 
French government authorized the 
canal's construction. It was begun, 
the next year and now barges laden 
with products of various Lorraine 
factories are passing through It 


The canal is nearly 19 miles long 


and runs from Metz to Thionville, 
center of the Lorraine metal indus- 
try. It is large enough for barges of 
300 tons burden, and its locks are 
operated by electric power.

A Tie or Defeat 


Colgate Mentor Is Close 


Follower of "Pop"

EW YORK —flf>- The foot- 
ball coach's dream—a 
team 


neither beaten, tied or scored 


on—had come true today for the 
keen-eyed, smiling little Scotsman, 
Andy Kerr of Colgate, whose fame 
as a teacher of the "Warner sys- 
tem" has spread from 
coast to 


coast since the day when he tossed 
his meagre 120 pounds into scrim- 
mage on college gridirons. 


Rolling back from 
the battle- 


ground where his Colgate team 
completed its all-conquering march 
yesterday with a decision 21-0 vic- 
tory over a hitherto 
unbeaten 


Brown eleven, Andy Kerr 
paid 


tribute to his boys as "the most re- 
sponsive to his coaching, the best 
team unit" he has ever had, in 
more than a quarter-century of 
athletic teaching. 


Kerr has coached other unbeat- 


en teams, his 1921 Pittsburgh fresh- 
men and the 1926 Washington and 
Jefferson varsity among them, but 
he belonged today with the select 
few of all-time who have turned 
out a defensive outfit yielding not 
a single point. The gridiron rec- 
ords are somewhat loose on this 
feature of achievement 
but they 


apparently show the last major 
team in the county to finish with 
an absolutely clean slate was Tex- 
as A. and M. in 1919 and that no 
big eastern outfit has turned the 
trick since Pittsburgh and Navy in 
1910 each blanked all opposition. 
Back in the good old days Yale held 
all foes scoreless in three seaspns, 
1888, 1891 and 1892. Michigan's' fa- 
mous 1902 array enjoyed a similar 
distinction.- 


Reached Peak Thursday 


Colgate, reaching 
its offensive 


peak against Brown in a tussle for 
eastern championship honors, fin- 
ished its nine-game schedule with 
a total- of 264 points. The • closest 
the Maroon goal line came to be- 
ing crossed was on the last play of 
the first half against Brown." It 
was fourth down, with a scant two 
yards to go and Bob Chase, star 
Bruin back, failed by a few inches 
to score on a line buck. Otherwise 
no team got within Colgate's 10- 
yard line all season. 


There was no doubt about the 


outcome, after Colgate turned back 
this threat. Clicking in every de- 
partment of play, the Red Raiders 
routed the Bruins in the last half 
with, a performance that heighten-: 
ed^the team's chances of being se- 
lected to,'represent'the'"east in the 
tournament 
of Roses game 
at 


Pasadena, on New Year's. 
Colgate's only eastern rival for this 
honor apparently 
is 
Pittsburgh's 


.mighty team. The choice depends 
on the outcome of Pitt's battle to- 
morrow with Stanford. If the in- 
vitation falls to Colgate, it will 
make double post-season duty for 
Kerr, who already is - engaged to 
collaborate, again with Dick Han- 
ley of Northwestern in forming an 
all-star eastern team for the an- 
nual east-west 
charity contest at 


San Francisco during the holiday 
season. 


Kerr needs no introduction to 
the Pacific coast. Andy learned his 
football 'under ''Glenn Scoby (Pop) 
Warner and when the old master 
accepted a call to Stanford, he per- 
suaded Kerr to pave the way by 
taking charge of gridiron affairs at 
Palo Alto during the 1922-23 sea- 
sons. Kerr remained 
two more 


years at Stanford as Warner's first 
assistant. He then declined other 
offers to coach in the west, came 
back to Washington and' Jefferson 
for three successive 
years, then 


went to Colgate in 1929 to build up 
another winning system.

Kerr uses the Warner double 


wingback style of offense exclu- 
sively at Colgate. He is recognized 
as one of the soundest and most 
successful gridiron teachers in the 
country. He prides himself in de- 
veloping 
smooth-working teams, 


minus individual stars, though he 
regards this year's Colgate captain, 
Bob Smith, as one of the best run- 
ning guards he has ever had. He 
has two boys, Andy and Bill, on 
the high school team at Hamilton, 
N. Y. 


"I'm glad they are in the game," 


says Andy. "It is teaching them 
and thousands of other boys how- 
to take care of themselves. But 
they must be safeguarded, too, and 
the recognition of this in the new 
rules has accomplished a great deal 
for the sport."

ern California almost certain to de- 
fend the far west honors in the an- 
nual classic at Pasadena, Jan. 2 as 
the 1932 Pacific coast conference 
champions. 


Unofficially, certain members of 


the Trojan athletic board of con- 
trol have said they would like to 
have the team from "West Point as 
an opponent should Army defeat 
Notre Dame Saturday. 


Whether West Point officials have 


been asked for their reactions if 
they should be invited to represent 
the east, despite their defeat by 
Pittsburgh, could not be ascertain- 
ed. Such matters are held in strict 
confidence by Rose tournament of- 
ficials. 


Southern California's 9 to 6 vic- 


tory over the University of Wash- 
ington yesterday gave Troy the un- 
disputed coast title as Coach How- 
ard Jones1 eleven has not been beat- 
en or tied this season. The outcome 
of the Notre Dame game here Dec. 
10 will have no effect on the selec- 
tion, for it has been the policy of 
the Rose tournament committee to 
select as its far west representative 
the championship te~m, provided 
that institution is willing to accept. 


Trojans In 4th Game 


There has been no indication the 


Trojans would turn down, the 
chance to play their fourth game in 
the Rose Bowl, and their second in 
as many years. Perm. State, Pitts- 
burgh and Tulane have been beaten 
by U. S. C. in these games. 


With the power to invite whom 


they choose, the Trojans, if they ac- 
cept the bid, probably would make 
Michigan the choice should Army 
lose to the Ramblers, or should con- 
ditions be such that the 
Cadets 


could not accept. 


The barrier raised by the Big Ten 


opposing post-season games stands 
in the way of the unbeaten Wolver- 
ines, but there is a chance that this 
might be removed, but 'action is 
not expected to materialize for a 
week, and any announcement of an 
easten team is not expected before 
Dee. 3. 


Colgate, unbeaten or tied this sea- 


son: Alabama Poly, the standout 
in the Southern conference circles 
with a clean record, and Pittsburgh, 
are the other teams listed as poten- 
tial candidates. Colgate would be 
preferred of these, for Pitt has been 
tied twice, and the south has pre- 
dominated in Rose tournament play 
of recent years.

The broad outlines of the pro- 


gram already have been talked over 
with numerous Democratic mem- 
bers in the round of conferences 
the nresident-elect held while he 
was in Washington early this week. 
They call for enactment of mea- 
sures toward governmental econo- 
my to balance the budget and farm 
relief legislation following the gen- 
eral lines of Mr. Koosevelfs cam- 
paign speeches. 


Among the first of the Demo- 


cratic leaders expected to call upon 
Mr. Koosevelt early in the week is 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader. The last visit 
the senator had with the president- 
elect was at Hyde Park several 
weeks ago when Robinson said 
there would be no disposition on 
the part of the Democrats to pe- 
nalize Republican independents for 
supporting the Democratic ticket. 


This was. taken at the time as 


an indication that the Democrats 
would be disposed to deal lenient- 
ly with the Republican, indepen- 
dents who supported the Roosevelt 
ticket in the re-organization that 
will come in the seventy-third con- 
gress. Several of them hold im- 
portant committee chairmanships. 


Roosevelt Besting 


For today the 
president-elect 


promised "himself a period of com- 
plete rest, broken only by a jour- 
ney down the hill from his cottage 
to the hospital grounds for a swim 
in the curative waters that are con- 
sidered to have played such a prom- 
inent part in his fight for recov- 
ery of his health. There were no 
appointments on Ms calling list. 


Despite this, however, there was 


much work to be done. Hundreds 
of letters were accumulating to be 
answered, some from job seekers, 
some from friends wishing him a 
happy administration and others 
from associates dealing with plans 
for the inn-mediate future. 


The first of the job seekers to 


eome to Warm Springs arrived yes- 
terday in the ram.

one week, and is now set for New 
York City on Monday, Dec. 5, be- 
fore Examiner J. H. Howell of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Examiner Howell submitted a 


proposed report to the I. C. C. at the 
end of last August recommending a 
general revision of newsprint rates 
•which would result in both increases 
and reductions. Numerous news- 
print paper producers and consum- 
ers petitioned for reopening of the 
case, stating that more than two 
years had elapsed since the major 
hearings in the investigation had 
been held and that conditions have 
greatly changed since that time 
making two-year old freight rate 
evidence of little value. 


The I. C. C. ordered the reopening 


on Oct. 28 and set No/.'28 as the 
date for the first hearing, stressing 
the importance of presentation of 
evidence in regard to the changed 
conditions, evidence pertaining to 
several suggestions of Examiner 
Howell's report, and particularly 
evidence conecrning the rates from 
the international boundary points.

Paris, however, have ^hell alooJ 
from the proposal Then- attitude 
it that quotas and tariffs form sep- 
arate problems and the American 
Chamber" of Commerce declined to 
approach the government on the 
subject.

Instead, the chamber is relying 


on the proposed new commercial 
pact with the United States to take 
care of the situation arising -from 
the quotas. 


But French business men, chiefly 


exporters, have been urging that 
the quotas be suppressed in-favor 
of a more liberal policy "that will 
insure reciprocity to'France's ex- 
ports. 


Eager to forward their ideas, ttiey 


have told M. Herriot that they are 
Inviting foreign producers of the 
same mind to a meeting"1 here "early 
next year. 


Protective Idea 


The French exporters "have stated, 


and the contemplated polic.-*1 of "the 
officials seems to be, that any in- 
crease in. duties-should be light arid 
should be applied onlr where- ob- 
viously needed, for the protection 
of French goods at home. 


The exporters have argued that 


the quota regime, under which the 
volume of importations from vari- 
ous countries is restricted to specific 
amounts every three months, not 
only has_ failed to balancer French 
trade, lout has deprived the national 
treasury of revenue and has created 
an, unfavorable attitude toward 
France in some foreign quarters. t 
uTulien Durand, minister of com- 


merce, consequently, is understood 
to have asked French trade asso- 
ciations what increased tariffs are 
considered necessary in case'the 
quota system is discarded. 


That .France was seeking means 


of renouncing the system was re- 
ported by P. Elbel, director of com- 
mercial accords in the commerce 
ministry,-to the preparatory com- 
mission of the proposed world eco- 
nomic and menetary conference, 
which has been meeting at Geneva. 


Asks International Action 


These means, he suggested, might 


be -found,* first, in the development 
of industrial ententes and, secondly, 
in a. light increase of-tariff rates 
on goods not included in. such en- 
tentes. 


But he said that under such a 


scheme duties would be increased 
only in proportion to an increase' of 
the goods entering France.^ Hence, 
he added, international regulation 
of production and prices: was nec- 
essary.
